WASHINGTON (AP* — Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew and 
GOP Senate Leader Hugh Scott, 
both speaking with White House 
blessings, say the Communists 
already are exploiting today’s 
Vietnam 
moratorium 
move­ 
ment. 
Left Wing Inspired? 
And Sen. Gordon AUott of Col- 
orado, chairman of the Senate 
Republican Policy Committee, 
linked the demonstrations to left 
wing groups and a “world peace 
conference” in East Berlin last 
June 25. 
The vice president called upon 
leaders of the moratorium to re­ 
pudiate a letter of suppport from 
Hanoi. 
Agnew said the letter from 
Pham Van Dong, premier of 
North Vietnam, was “a shock­ 
ing intrusion into the affairs of 
the American people by an ene­ 
my.” 
Scott got a copy of the letter 
from Bryce Harlow, President 
Nixon’s chief congressional liai­ 
son man. The Pennsylvania Sen­ 
ator said he was sure all Ameri­ 
cans, including the demonstra­ 
tors, would resent Hanoi’s mes­ 
sage. 
Strategy Meet 
Alllott would not disclose the 
source of his allegations, but he: 
said “the basic strategy” for to-' 
day’s demonstration was shaped 
at a world peace conference in 
East Berlin. “That particular 
conference was Communist ori­ 
ented,” AUottt said. 
Although Aholt said morato­ 
rium organizers were at that 
meeting, he named no one. 
He also said the Socialist 
Workers party, the Progressive 
Labor party, the Youth Interna­ 
tional party and the Students for 
a Democratic Society were in­ 
volved in initial planning of the 
moratorium. 
“They’re on the extreme lib­ 
eral end- af our spectrum,” Al­ 
lot t said. 
Scott said he knew nothing of 
the AUott charges, adding “I as­ 
sume that the moratorium is an 
honest, peaceful expression of 
dissent . . . ” 
This was in line with a state­ 


ment by President Nixion in a 
lettter Monday to a college stu­ 
dent. “On Oct. 15, I understand, 
many will simply be saying: ‘I 
am for peace.’ I ardently join 
with all Americans in working 
toward that goal,” the President 
said. 
Scott distributed copies of a 
Hanoi letter urging on the dem­ 
onstrators.

Rules Changed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Federal Government plans to 
propose 
standards 
allowing 
emission of radiation from color 
television sets at a level five 
times higher than recommended 
by government scientists, it was 
learned today. 
Language 
in 
the 
proposal, 
signed by Chris A. 
Hansen, 
commissioner of the Environ­ 
mental Control Administration, 
describes it as the lowest stand­ 
ard now practical, but promises 
possible reductions in the fu­ 
ture. 
The new rules, first to seek 
limits on X-radiation from tele­ 
vision sets, are scheduled to be 
published Thursday in the Fed­ 
eral! Register. They would not 
become legally enforceable until 
a second publication at least 30 
days later. 
The proposed standards jibe 
with those suggested to the De­ 
partment af Health, Education 
and Welfare by a 15-member 
technical committee which had 
received recommendations from 
government scientists. 
They stem from a law enacted 
last year following disclosures 
of erratic and sometimes high 
emission af X-rays from color 
TV sets. 
Government 
scientists 
have 
told 
Congress 
there 
is 
evi­ 
dence of direct harm to humans 
from radiation emitted by color 
television sets. But they also 
said that radiation accumulates 
in the body so any exposure 
brings a person closer to the un­ 
known point where genes are 
mutated, possibly causing dam­ 
age to future generations.

factured after next Jan. I may 
not emit radiation at more than 
.5 milliroentgens per hour mea-

Bishop Sheen was installed as 
the Rochester bishop in Decem­ 
ber 1966. 
Bishop Sheen is widely known 
as a teacher, author and for 
years conducted religious pro­ 
grams an television and radio. 
In Vatican City, the Vatican 
announced Pope Paul accepted 
the resignation of Bishop Sheen 
for reasons of health.

MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 
Union’s biggest week in space 
got even bigger Tuesday with 
the opening of a new program of 
solar research, keyed to an un­ 
manned 
satellite,

three manned spaceships sent 
up earlier continued their troika 
flight. 
The Soviets apparently are 
carrying 
out 
two 
unrelated 
space operations simultaneous­ 
ly, and one af them—the three- 
ship manned flight—is among 
the most complicated operations 
ever undertaken. 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
said the group flight of Soyuz 6, 
Soyuz 7 and Soyuz 8 “continues 
successfully” and the seven cos­ 
monauts “feel fine.” There was 
also the usual report of morning 
exercises, medical checkup and 
checking of instruments. 
The announcement said the 
day’s schedule callled for “ob­ 
servations of separate regions

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A Look Back 


The Upper Peninsula, an area with roughly 
320.000 population and a land area covering 
some 16,539 square miles, has been studied to 
death. There are state studies, federal studies, 
local studies a n d independent studies dealing 
with almost every aspect of the area’s social and 
economic environment. 
Along with those studies there are organ­ 
izations designed to promote the solution of 
Upper Peninsula problems. Groups like the Up­ 
per Peninsula Committee f o r Area Progress 
(UPCAP), Operation Action U. P., th e Asso­ 
ciated Chambers of Commerce of Upper Mich­ 
igan, the Upper Michigan Tourist Association, 
the U. S. 2 Improvement Council, Community 
Action Agencies, Economic Development dis­ 
tricts and others — including industrial develop­ 
ment corporations and Chambers of Commerce 
on the community level — all are working to­ 
ward making the U- P. a better place to live, 
work and play. 
Sometimes, however, the feeling cannot be 
avoided that a tremendous number of hours are 
being expended with little in the way of con­ 
crete results. 
And so, when Charles Folio, extension serv­ 
ice director for the University of Michigan, sum­ 
moned a meeting to assess the results of the 
“Delta County Our Community Tomorrow In­ 
stitute” held in 1948 there was an opportunity 
to look back on at least one of those “community 
betterment” efforts.

On Feb. 18-19, 1948, the Extension Service 
of the University of Michigan f o r the Bruce 
Adult Education Fund sponsored a two-day con­ 
ference in Escanaba with the cooperation of the 
Michigan State College (Michigan State was not 
then a university in the state’s eyes), Northern 
Michigan College of Education and Michigan 
College of Mining & Technology (neither were 
Northern Michigan and Michigan Tech) with 
the express purpose of promoting “community 
betterment.” 
The conference in Escanaba, one of a series 
held in the Upper Peninsula, was financed by 
a grant from the Bruce Adult Education Fund 
and quite a number of educational experts from 
around the state were brought to Escanaba to 
discuss community problems with local leaders. 
Among the concerns were county government, 
recreation a n d community planning — three 
subject areas which still occupy the minds of 
many of our leaders today. 
Out of that conference, however, did come 
several things which eventually proved bene­ 
ficial to Delta County, according to Folio, Wy- 
nand Nieuwenkamp of Rapid River, George 
Grenholm of Escanaba, Arthur Aronson of Es­ 
canaba and Harold Gustafson of Ensign, who 
were among the participants in it. 
it

For one thing, the group pointed out, an 
effort was made to induce Michigan Bell Tele­ 
phone Co. to expand its service into some of 
the rural areas and although Gustafson said 
some of the people are still on eight-party lines 
there are telephones available. The group also 
decided to push the then Conservation Dept, to 
obtain public access sites to Little Bay de Noc, 
fearing that unless some effort was made to 
preserve some -water frontage for the public 
that it would all go into private ownership. The 
popular public access site at Kipling and two 
others in the county were a result of that effort. 
Some of the recreation programs in t h e 
county — for example, the cooperative swimming 
lessons offered to township children at the Es­ 
canaba municipal beach — also may be at least 
partially attributed to recommendations pre­ 
pared by Grenholm, then Escanaba recreation 
director, as a result of the conference. Gren- 
holm’s report from committee discussions urged 
a cooperative approach to community recreation 
between the cities of Escanaba and Gladstone 
and the townships. 
★

Finally — after four years of work by a 
committee formed at the conference — a plan 
for modernization of county government in 
Michigan was developed. The plan, known as the 
Delta County plan, hasn’t been implemented in 
the state, but it did have an influence on Mich­ 
igan’s Constitutional Convention, according to 
Folio, who was a Con-Con delegate. 
The plan suggested counties might be bet­ 
ter operated with a single administrative head 
— a county manager; that there is duplication 
of function in the present structure with the 
sheriffs dept, overlapping work of city and 
State Police; that most county department heads 
should be appointed according to professional 
ability and not elected in a popularity contest; 
that the county -was designed for the “horse and 
buggy’ age and that with the advent of better 
communications and faster transportation that 
larger governmental units might operate more 
efficiently, and that reform in the method of 
accessing real property “has long been overdue.” 
The criticisms leveled 20 years ago still hold 
true today. 
Looking back at the conference, it may not 
at the time seemed to generate much in the way 
of community benefit. Today, some results are 
apparent. Tile same appears to be true now with 
many of the organizations and efforts in the 
Upper Peninsula. 
But while the groups appear to be “treading 
water” the fact that they are thinking about the 
Upper Peninsula cannot do any harm. Maybe 20 
years from now a look back will justify the 
effort. 
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Khrushchev s Problems 
Still Haunt Successors

MOSCOW (AP) - Five years 
after they ousted Nikita Khrush­ 
chev, his successors find them­ 
selves with many of his prob­ 
lems. 
Khrushchev 
incurred 
world­ 
wide wrath and turned many 
foreign 
Communists 
against 
Moscow for crushing the Hun­ 
garian revolt. The new Kremlin 
leaders suffered the same fate 
when 
they 
sent 
tanks 
into 
Prague. 
Gambled On Cuba 
Khrushchev gambled by giv­ 
ing Cuba rockets, and lost pres­ 
tige when the United States 
made him take them back. To a 
lesser extent, his successors lost 
prestige when they gambled on 
arming the Arabs and saw them 
beaten by Israel in 1967. But the 
pro-Arab policy of the new So­ 
viet regime has paid dividends 
in vastly extended Soviet sea- 
power in the Mediterranean. 
Like the man they overthrew 
five years ago today, Commu­ 
nist party chief Leonid I. Brezh­ 
nev and Prem ier Alexei N. Ko­ 
sygin find themselves confront­ 
ed with a hostile China. It has 
been 
a 
major 
headache 
for 
them from the start. Only two 
days after Khrushchev’s ouster, 
Red China tested its first atomic 
bomb. 
China Dispute Noted 
One of the reported causes for 
Khrushchev’s removal was 
a 
charge that he had mishandled 
the dispute with Chma. The new 
Brezhnev-Kosygin team halted 
criticism and sent Kosygin to 
Peking early in 1965, but this 
failed to prevent the split from 
widening. Press attacks en the 
Chinese resumed here, trade 
dwindled, 
and 
starting 
last 
March border clashes broke out. 
Lately there have been moves 
reminiscent of the regime’s ear­ 
ly efforts to patch things up. 
Press attacks have nearly dis­ 
appeared. Last month Kosygin 
went to Peking again, and this 
month China announced agree­ 
ment to resume border talks 
broken off in 1964. 
In another recent move re­ 
miniscent of five years ago, the 
Soviet government has dangled 
hope for Berlin talks before the 
West and shown interest in a 
treaty with Bonn to mutually re­ 
nounce force. 
Just before his ouster Khrush­ 
chev also was moving toward 
an attempt to improve relations 
with West Germany. He even 
sent his son-in-law, Alexei Ad- 
zhubei, to Bonn. 
Style Avoided 
While facing many of Khrush­ 
chev’s same problems and even 


continuing some of his policies, 
the new team has avoided his 
earthy, 
unpredictable 
style. 
Gone are the quips and shoe- 
pounding at the United Nations. 
Kosygin is the picture of sobrie­ 
ty. 


The colorless style is linked 
with a caution in foreign policy 
which has been reflected in the 
regim e’s pace in moving toward 
U.S.-Soviet talks on arms limi­ 
tation. 
Future Will Tell 
The Brezhnev-Kosygin caution 
has 
also 
carried 
over 
into 
d o m e s t i c 
affairs. 
Where 
Khrushchev tried and discarded 
one economic experiment after 
another, 
the 
new 
team 
has 
moved slowly toward carrying 
out its one reform —a profit-or­ 
iented scheme designed to free 
factory managers to improve ef­ 


ficiency and make better prod­ 
ucts. 
Whether 
it 
will 
win 
out 
against the dead hand of bu­ 
reaucracy in the state-run econ­ 
omy remains to be seen. 
His successors have been at 
least as tough as Khrushchev, if 
not tougher, in cracking down 
on free-thinking artists and wri­ 
ters. 
Brezhnev is the top man, but 
he is careful to bill himself as 
the first among equals on the 
11-man party Politburo which 
runs the country. 
Khrushchev, 
an 
officially 
anonymous 
“unperson,” 
his 
name banned from the press, 
lives quietly in a suburban Mos­ 
cow country home. 
The regime occasionally lets 
him make public appearances 
— to vote for the men who over­ 
threw him.

PAROCHIAID ANSWER 


I read with interest an arti­ 
cle appearing in the Saturday, 
Sept. 27, 1969 issue of the Esca­ 
naba Daily Press concerning 
Parochiaid. The letter’s author, 
G. J. Babel, outlined what he 
felt to be several factors in 
favor of Parochiaid. While the 
present fiscal crisis in our non­ 
public schools cannot be ques­ 
tioned, I feel compelled to take 
issue with several of the w rit­ 
er’s points. 
His first position was that 
funding should go to “the same 
subjects that are now offered 
in the public schools” because 
they would be secular. If in­ 
deed this were true, one must 
question 
why 
such 
private 
schools ever initiated their cur­ 
ricula in the first place. Why 
would they have invested large 
sums 
of 
capital 
and 
great 
amounts of time and energy in 
cleating a system which, with 
the exception of religion classes, 
m erely duplicated 
instruction 
already 
offered 
in 
public 
schools? Why not simply send 
the students to a public school 
and offer religious instruction 
before or after the school day? 
The answer is that the “secu­ 
lar” courses taught in private 
schools are not temporal. They 
are instead sectarian, operated 
by adm inistrators and instruc­ 
tors who share a common be­ 
lief and are permeated with the 
spirit of that belief. It is not 
our intent to judge that spirit 
as good or bad, but merely to 
point out its existence and the 
fact such a presence dictates 
much of the intellectual inter­ 
course of that institution. P ri­ 
vate education had, from its 
inception, been developed along 
these lines. To quote Contem­ 
porary Education; A Compara­ 
tive Study of National Sys­ 
tems, “. . .private schools, es­ 
pecially those originated by the 
church, were maily interested... 
in training leaders to be loyal 
sons of the church.” 
If the classes are not secular, 
then it follows that legislation 
supporting such classroom sub­ 
sidies is unconstitutional, viola­ 
ting the first Amendment of 
the 
U.S. 
Constitution 
which 
states that there must be separ­ 
ation of church and state. The 
U.S. Supreme Court, in a 1967 
decision, 
re-emphasized 
this 
tenet of our democracy when it 
ruled prayer in public schools 
unconstitutional. 
The w riter also states that 
“Competition here, as in busi­ 
ness and industry, is im portant 
and is for the good of the con­ 
sum er.” Such an attitude shows 
complete disregard for the very 
financial squeeae 
schools 
are 


now experiencing. Competition 
simply is not practical in the 
public sector. To quote Dr. Carl 
H. Gross, Chairman of the sec­ 
ondary education departm ent at 
Michigan State University and 
a 
recognized 
authority 
on 
American and comparative ed­ 
ucation, “Where there is a lim it­ 
ed amount of tax support and 
a limited amount of money — 
as in the public sector — in­ 
stead of improving you reduce 
effectiveness because there is 
not enough money to provide 
for competition. Thus you re­ 
duce the effectiveness of good 
institutions.” 
Parochiaid involves other fac­ 
tors also. The example of what 
has been spawned in foreign 
countries where Parachiaid is 
firmly entrenched, a financially 
weak public school system in a 
state 
where 
a 
constitutional 
mandate is given to the legisla­ 
ture to provide for a system of 
free public education, and an 
archaic 
tax 
structure 
which 
permits irate taxpayers to voice 
their protests only in millage 
elections are but a few. 
Though the ramifications of 
Parochiaid 
are 
obviously far 
more involved than such an ab­ 
breviated 
discussion 
as 
this 
could adequately cover, it is 
hoped that the facts are clearer; 
that those truly interested in 
an equitable education for all 
will not hide behind arbitrary 
doctrines or shallow, emotion- 
charged opinions 
but 
rather 
that Michigan, and in a greater 
sense all of America will realize 
that such a denial of our rich 
heritage financially, historical­ 
ly and constitutionally will lead 
only to a nation which has dis­ 
avowed its past and precluded 
its future.

Dear Mr. Becker: My name 
is Siegfried 
Munchausen. You 
may recall my illustrious fath­ 
er, who wrote the famous Tall 
Tales of Baron Munchausen. It 
is not generally known that my 
father, on top of his other high 
accomplishments, 
was

doubtedly the greatest bridge 
player in the world. 
Here is

among his unpublished

oirs. He was 
playing

world championship,

him in six diamonds. 
I realize that this was not a 
very good contract, but my fa­ 
ther (South) had bid the hand 
perfectly, as usual. Remember, 
he was handicapped by play­ 
ing with a partner who did not 
appreciate the fine points of 
the game. 
West led a singleton spade. 
It is rather peculiar, but many 
players in those days would 
foolishly attempt to defeat my 
father in whatver contract he 
played. West in this case found 
to his sorrow—as so many oth­ 
ers had before him—that this 
was a virtual impossibility. 
Baron Munchausen took tile 
spade with the ace and drew 
four rounds of trumps, discard­ 
ing two spades from dummy.

The number of dead fish, set 
at 15,236,000 on the basis of re­ 
ports from 42 states, is up 31 per 
cent from 1967. It is the highest 
since 1964 when municipal sew­ 
age. industrial wastes and other 
pollutants killed 18,387,000 fish. 
“While 
improved 
reporting 
practices, variations in weather 
and other factors could be par­ 
tially responsible for the in­ 
crease, the report Is a macabre 
reminder that our rivers, lakes

The Carp River is just north 
of St. Ignace and thene are boat 
launching sites and parking for 
1,000 cars at the mouth. 
“The first Coho being pulled 
in were lamprey scared but the 
ones running now are in good 
shape,” the Chamber said.

is causing increasing concern. It 
comes from industrial plants, 
electric generators and irriga­ 
tion, and kills fish by destroying 
their oxygen or food. 
The largest fish kill of 1968 
was caused by overflow from a 
petroleum refinery pond on the 
Allegheny Raver at Bruin, Pa., 
where more than 4 mullion fish 
died. 
Sewage from an overloaded 
treatment plant at Mobile, Ala., 
killed more than a million fish 
in a two-mile 'Stretch of the Dog 
River—the second largest single 
kill.

Y P SIL A N T I (A P) — A Ypsi­ 
lanti couple, who say tthenr Ma­ 
rine lieutenant son has been held 
captive, in North Vietnam since 
Ort. 13. 1967, have sent a tele­ 
gram to the Vietnam Moratori­ 
um Committee in Washington 
urging prayers today for Ameri­ 
can prisoners of war. 
Mrs. Jam es Warner of Ypsi­ 
lanti, said she has received no 
word from her son, Jam es H. 
Warner, 28, in ’the 'three years 
since hits Phantom aircraft was 
shot down near the demilitarized 
tone. 
“ Don’t let them be forgotten 
In your meeting. . .prisoners of 
wrar held in North Vietnam and 
by the National Liberation Front, 
held for the most part incom­ 
municado from their families,” 
the telegram reads, 
c “ Pray also for their humane 
treatment and ultimate release 
to be returned to the United 
States as useful citizens once 
again.” 
Mrs. Warner said she had al­ 
so sent a second letter to the 
North Vietnamese delegation in 
Paris Oct. 13, inquiring about 
her son, 
who was reportedly 
seen being taken prisoner near 
Quang Tri, South Vietnam. 
“ It is so sad. . .many parents 
and wives have suffered for four 
and five years without a single 
word from their sons and hus­ 
bands,” she said. 
“ When their sous go to Viet­ 
nam, most mothers think he will 
either come back stove or dead 
. , .they don't think about their 


to n s being captured and held 
prisoner.*’ she said. 
Mrs. Warner said her son, for 
five years a student at Eastern 
Michigan University, had start­ 
ed studying the Vietnamese lan­ 
guage shortly before 
he was 
captured. “ He was very inter­ 
ested in languages and could 
apeak several,” she 
.said.

had no degree from EM U. 
" I think he could survive as a 
prisoner,” she said. “ He could 
w-ait out the war. He was ver­ 
satile, he could enjoy being alone 
or being with people.” 
Mrs. Warner attended a mid­ 
night mass Tuesday to pray for 
dead and captured U S. service­ 
men, but would not attend sched­ 
uled moratorium activities to­ 
day. 


400 Victims Of 
Red Massacres 
Buried In Hue 


H U E, Vietnam (A P) — The 
remains of 400 more victims of 
the enemy massacres here last 
year were buried in a common 
grave at the foot of a barren hill 
as 15.000 mourners stood by. 
“ Look at these faces, look at 
these coffins.” President Nguy­ 
en Van Thieu said at the grave­ 
side. “ Is this the final freedom 
offered by the Communists—to 
lie in a box in the ground?” 
The skeletons were found last 
month along a creek bank at 
Nam Hoa, just a few miles out­ 
side Hue, where the victims 
were seized when North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong troops 
held the city during February 
1968. 
In all, some 3.000 Hue area 
residents—soldiers and civilians 
—were missing and presumed 
slain by their captors, So far the 
bodies of nearly 1,300 have been 
found. 
Today, the remains of the lat­ 
est 400 were crated in crude, 
wooden boxes and placed in a 
shalllow grave at the foot of Ba 
Tang Mountain, a mile and a 
half from the city. 
“ Hue now knows what the 
Communists stand for," Thieu 
said over a public address sys­ 
tem.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate has passed overwhelm­ 
ingly a two-year $4.78 billion ex­ 
tension of the antipoverty pro­ 
gram but left unsettled the sta­ 
tus of the controversial Legal 
Services aid. 
In a sharp defeat for the pro­ 
gram’s backers, the Senate vot­ 
ed 45-40 Tuesday to add a rider 
to the bim giving governors the 
absolute right to veto any Legal 
Services projects. 
But then, after tile rider’s 
sponsor, R e p u b l i c a n Sen. 
George Murphy had Left the 
chamber to go to California, the 
bill’s managers came up with 
language 
which 
would 
allow 
President 
Nixon 
to 
override 
such vetoes. 
Several 
senators 
contended 
Murphy’s 
amendment 
was 
being emasculated in his ab­ 
sence. 
The managers answered that 
Murphy should not have left the 
chamber before work on the leg­ 
islation was completed, but they 
pledged they would drop tne 
new language in Senate-House 
conference if Murphy objected. 
The Legal Services lawyers, 
target of Murphy’s amendment, 
have stepped on tire toes of state 
and local officials in a number 
of states by filling lawsuits ques­ 
tioning 
various 
governmental 
practices. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan in Cali­ 
fornia has criticized their work 
in behalf of striking grape pick­ 
ers, among others. 
Under present law governors 
cain veto most antipoverty pro­ 
grams in their elates, but the 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
director 
cain 
override 
the 
vetoes. 
The bill to continue the OEO 
through fiscal 1971 passed the 
Senate 73-3 and was sent to the 
House. 
Democrats 
and Republicans 
on the House Education and La­ 
bor 
Committee 
have 
been 
squabbling over OEO extension 
for months. There was no esti­ 
mate on when the committee 
might act.
